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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: 

Applicants arguments have been fully considered but are not found persuasive. Applicants assert that the Muller-Rees reference is lacking 
"any teaching... that irradiation of titanium dioxide containing effect pigments induces a breakdown of organic substances-such as UV 
absorbers"; and that the Schmid reference is "completely silent with respect to a UV protective cosmetic preparation... wherein the pigments 
are coated with silicon dioxide to isolate the titanium dioxide from its environment". The Examiner, however, would like to point out that the 
combination of the Muller-Rees and Schmid references teaches each and every structural limitation claimed by the Applicants, and, as the 
Schmid reference provides, the motivation to combine is that coating the titanium dioxide with the layer of silicon dioxide would protect the 
titanium dioxide from its environment when placed in a composition containing water (i.e. such as a lotion). Applicants functional claim 
language does not distinguish their structural limitations from the prior art, and one of ordinary skill in the art would be just as motivated to 
employ the silicon dioxide coating to protect the underlying titanium dioxide from its aqueous environment as one would be to protect the 
environment from the effects of irradiated titanium dioxide. Therefore, the Examiner maintains the 35 USC 103(a) rejection of claims 1-12 
as being unpatentable over Muller-Rees et al. (US Patent No. 5,851,277), in view of Schmid et al. (US Patent No. 6,533,857), for reasons 
of record.
